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DETAILED ACTION 

Acknowledgements 

1 . This Office Action is in reply to Applicants' response filed 1 3 January 20 1 2 ("20 1 2 
January Response"). 

2. Claims 11, 13-15, 19, 20, 32, 53-59, and 61-63 are now pending and have been allowed. 

3. This Office Action is given Paper No. 201201 19. This number is for reference purposes 
only. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

4. The Information Disclosure Statement filed on 13 January 2012 has been considered. An 
initialed copy of the Form 1449 is enclosed herewith. 

Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an Examiner's statement for reasons for allowance: 

a. Regarding the claimed terms, the Examiner notes that a "general term must be 
understood in the context in which the inventor presents it." In re Glaug 283 Fo3d 1335, 1340, 
62 USPQ2d 1 151, 1 154 (Fed. Cir. 2002). Therefore, the Examiner must interpret the claimed 
terms as found on pages 1-10 of the original specification. Clearly almost all the general terms 
in the claims may have multiple meanings. So where a claim term "is susceptible to various 
meanings. . . the inventor's lexicography must prevail. . . ." Id. Using these definitions for the 
claims, the claimed invention was not reasonably found in the prior art.

b. The closest prior art of record is Cronce et al. (U.S. 7,032,240 Bl) ("Cronce"). 

c. Cronce discloses an authorization log file for securely reconstructing a portable 
authorization device in case the device is misplaced or stolen. Cronce, 22:55-67. See also 
Office Action mailed on 11 January 2011 (Paper No. 20110104, paragraphs 14 & 16). 

d. Cronce does not disclose "sending to a central management computer . . ., the 
central management computer being programmed for using the information enabling contact 
with the at least two different licensors to send parameters associated with a first licensor of the 
at least two licensors only to a second computer associated with the first licensor and not sending 
to the second computer parameters associated with any of the other of the at least two licensors" 
(independent claim 1 1), "[c]omputer readable media, ... for storing second instructions that, 
when read by a central management computer, cause the central management computer to 
perform a process for restoring authorization codes assigned to a licensee by licensors to a 
dongle, . . . wherein the process for restoring comprises: sending those parameters of the 
parameters read from the first dongle that are associated with authorization codes of a first of the 
at least two licensors only to a second computer associated with the first licensor and not sending 
to the second computer any of the parameters read from the first dongle associated with 
authorization codes of any of the other of the at least two licensors" (independent claim 53), and 
"a central management computer programmed for sending, in response to receiving the 
parameters and the information for enabling contact with the licensors, the parameters associated 
with a first licensor of the plurality of licensors only to a second computer associated with the 
first licensor in order to restore authorization codes associated with the first licensor and assigned 
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to the licensee, and not sending to the second computer parameters associated with any of the 
other licensors" (independent claim 62). 

e. In summary, Cronce lacks the particularly programmed central management 
computer required by each of the independent claims. 

f. Yet, even if this central management computer were to be found in a reasonable 
number of references, the record lacks a sufficient suggestion and/or teaching motivating one to 
modify the system of Cronce to include the particularly programmed central management 
computer. Therefore, it would not have been obvious at the time of Applicants' invention to 
modify Cronce to include a central management computer as claimed. 

g. For the reasons set forth above, the claims of this application are allowed.
